REORGANIZED 


Washington, March 2 (AP)—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt today reorganized 
,he Army into three basic units to 
be known as the Army ground 
orces, Army air forces, and services 
of supply, each in charge of a com- 
manding general. 


He issued an executive order pro- 


viding for streamlining existing or- 
ganizations and authorized the sec- 
retary of war to create additional 
overseas departments to embrace 
ask forces, base commands,'defense 
commands, commands in theaters of 
operation, and other commands he 
deems necessary. 


To the commanding general, Army

By George Matthew A Jams 


NEIGHBOR CANADA 


I have Just finished reading the 


best book I hnv* ever read about 
Canada. For many years this Do- 
minion has furnished me with a 
beautiful vacation spot, and I have 
travelled its territory from coast to 
coast, and talked with people In 
nearly every one of its great cities, 
as well as with those on Its farms, 
in its jactories, and along its coasts. 
I love Canada. 


After reading Bruce Hutchinson's 


book. "The Unknown 
Country," 


however, I began to realize that I 
knew very little about Canada] Now 
I am determined that I shall learn 
more, and take this book as a guide. 
Hulchioson says that his book is 
about "Canada and Her People." 
But it is much more than a book of 
history, narration, and information. 
Rather is it a continuous poem 
about a great people and a remark- 
able country, written by & noted 
newspaper man who radiates the 
pride he takes in his country from 
page 1 to 373. 


In this book the author talks 


about the early French, settlements 
and the English victories. About the 
woodchoppers, the fishermen, the 
frontiersmen, the politicians, the big 
and little towns, and the dozen and 
one smaller, simpler things that go 
to make a country and people, both 
interesting and great. 


He calks about Canada's trees. 


"Who can know Canada," he says, 
"who 
has not slept in the West 


Coast forests and seen the clean 
shafts of wood, six, ten, and twelve 
feet through the butt, and felt the 
cedar's reddish, stringy coating, the 
fir's bark, wrinkled like a friendly 
face, th2 feather-foliage of hemlock, 
fit for making a king's bed, the fiat 
juicy needles of balsam, the dark 
blot and sharp prickles of spruce, 
the lonely yew, unnoticed except "by 
the woodsman's eye. the rare white 
pine?" Bits like this all through 
"The Unknown Country." 


And then you will read in this 


book about the Gaspe, the Mari- 
times, Meggy's Cove in Nova Scotia, 
Canada's Springtime, but not like 
you would read a travel book or pub- 
licity material. No, Bruce Hutchin- 
son talks about the things that are 
Canada—folks, the Indians, the 
lovely earth, the -waters, "the Bock," 
big man J. W. Dafoe, the peasant 
French, the Honorable Mr. King, 
the Prime Minister, the Victory 
Tower in Ottawa—and, Oh, endless, 
interesting data and historic lore.

I have just finished reading the 
best book I hove ever read about 
Canada 
For many years this Do­ 
minion has furnished me with a 
beautiful vacation sjtot, and I have 
travelled its territory’ from coast to ! 
coast, and talked with people hi j 
nearly every one of lls great cities, 
as well as with those on its farms. 
in its lûctories, and along its coasts. 
I love Canada. 
After reading Bruce Hutchinson’s 
book. 
“The 
Unknown 
Country," 
however, I began to realize th at I 
knew very little about Canada! Now 
I am determined that I sliall learn 
more, and take this book as a guide. 
Hutchinson says th at his book is 
about 
“Canada and lie r People." 
But it is much more th an a book of 
history, narration, and inform ation. 
R ather is it a continuous poem 
about a great people and a rem ark­ 
able country, w ritten by a noted 
newspaper m an who radiates the 
pride he takes in his country from 
page I to 373. 
In this book the author talks 
about the early French settlem ents 
and the English victories. About the 
woodchopper, the fishermen, the 
frontiersm en, the politicians, the big 
and little towns, and the dozen and 
one smaller, simpler things th at go 
to make a country and people, both 
interesting and great. 
He talks about C anada’s trees. 
"Who can know C anada.” he says. 
“who has not slept in the West 
Coast forests and seen the clean 
shafts of wood, six. ten, and twelve 
feet through the butt, and felt the 
cedar’s reddish, stringy coating, the 
fir’s bark, wrinkled Uke a friendly 
face. th? feather-foliage of hemlock, 
fit for making a king’s bed, the flat. 
juicy needles of balsam, the dark 
blot and sharp prickles of spruce, 
the lonely yew, unnoticed except by 
Ute woodsman’s eye, the rare white 
pine?" 
Bits like this all through 
‘Tile Unknown Country.” 
And then you will read in this

No, Bruce H utchin­

T. Elmer Transeau. .state ratio n­ 
ing director, said th at certificates 
for new automobiles would be issued 
by Mm? .state’s 67 county and 422 
local boards on much the same basis 
as for tires and tubes.

time. 
Only defense workers who require 
an automobile much of the time a t 
their work. such as an engineer 
driving from place to place on a 
project, may qualify for new au to­ 
mobiles, tires, and tubes under fed­ 
eral regulations, Transeau said.

make no provision for workers, who 
use an automobile only for tra n s­ 
portation between their home and 
job.

—Slogans and greetings in the lan- 
guages of the nations opposing the 
Axis—Spanish, and even Chinese- 
have been going out regualrly on the 
Blue network.

A list of 
Chinese phrases is written pho- 
netically in English, it being up to 
the announcer to get the proper pro- 
nunciation so that what he says 
doesn't mean something else by the 
mere change of tone of inflection.

ing Army and Navy personnel to 
report to their 'posts. We tuned in, 
arid sure enough, a musical program 
was interrupted eyery few minutes 
requesting various branches of the 
service to report at once for duty. 
We were complacent as we felt that 
it was. an "alert test. 'Before long, 
calls came in for defense workers, 
police, "firemen, doctors and nurses. 


Waikiki. The Lunalilo School and 
other homes were also hit in this 
vicinity. The mother of one of Mrs. 
G's former maids was killed instantly 
and her brother injured when their 
new home was hit and burned. The 
mother and brother were the only 
ones home at the time. 


By late afternoon the radio an- 


nouncements were less frequent and 
were instructions. We were told to 
continue to keep off the streets and 
not to use the phone unless it was 
necessary because of urgent busi- 
ness. A complete blackout was or- 
dered and all cars were to have 
lights covered with blue. 


We spent the first evening sitting 


in the dark waiting for news of any 
kind. The only news we got was 
broadcasted from stations on the 
mainland. 


Before dark we prepared an emer- 


gency kit, a lunch and thermos bot- 
tles of water, and had clothing 
ready to collect in a hurry if we 
were ordered to leave the valley. 
As a matter of fact, we still have a 
kit next to the front door and have 
thermos bottles of fresh water each 
night. 


Blackout Troubles 


All Sunday, women and children 


were evacuated from Army Posts 
to schools, public buildings and 
homes of residents of Honolulu. 


Many friends sat up all night. 


We went to bed but slept very little. 


Stores were closed in order to 


take an inventory of food, seeds, 
feed and other material necessary 
for the community, and many arti- 
cles were "frozen" under a govern- 
ment order. The sale of gasoline was 
limited until arrangements could be 
completed to issue coupons. At first 
all car owners were allowed a cer- 
tain number of gallons for the 
month. Persons operating trucks and 
doing work requiring the use of cars, 
were issued more. Since the 15th 
of January a new order has been 
issued which, has cut down the al- 
lowance and cars are only used 
when necessary. We see people walk- 
ing to and from the bus whom we 
had never seen before in the neigh- 
borhood.

It was several days before I could 


find time to send a wire home. I 
reached the Young Hotel at 7 a. m.

The hotel windows 
were painted black and most of the 
store windows were taped to prevent 
shattering of glass in case of any 
further trouble. Streets were pretty 
well deserted except for workers' 
hurrying to then- projects. Business 
has gradually been taken up and 
the downtown districts are busy 
during the daylight hours. There 
are still articles which cannot be 
purchased without an order and 
some are out of stock. No one has 
suffered because of lack of food or 
.necessities but there are some things 
we would like to be able to buy. 
There were not enough flashlights 
to supply the demand and if every- 
one decided to attend Church some 
Sunday there would not be enough 
seats for everyone. This would be 
true whether or not we were at war. 


We have all been fingerprinted 


and catalogued and fitted to gas 
masks. The paper stated that metal 
helmets-will be available later for 
civilians. .You can see that we won't 
have to -worry about an Easter 
bonnet. 


Some of the ads in the papers are 


for blackout curtains, air-raid shel- 
ters and contracts to dig ditches. 


We have had a bomb shelter built 


in the front yard next to the "lane" 
and by the mail box. It is large 
enough for about six or eight people 
plus Topsy and Umiumi. Kura, 
Nobu and Fuji dug and built it and 
are very proud of the success, and 
it is a success. They considered our 
comfort as well as protection. The 
steps are dug at right angles to the 
pit and are faced with wood.
